The above-captioned individual telephonically 


contacted me this date and requested that he be able to see me 
as soon as possible to discuss a possible bank robbery 
violation . 


who live near the location of his (REBOZO’s) bank told him they 
had noticed two strangers with flashlights around the bank 
acting very suspiciously late one night. Mr. REBOZO stated he 
had notified the local police and not thought too much of it 
until he was told these men were seen again. He then hired a 
private detective to watch the bank because he said he felt it 
might be either sources from the newspaper field or one of the 
investigating committees trying to get information from his 
bank.

I explained the theft of trash would not constitute a bank 
robbery violation. I recommended that he notify the local 
authorities again. He said he had given the local authorities 
the license number of one car which was seen in the area 
acting suspiciously but they had not advised him of any 
'results. 

I advised Mr. REB020 we would make this information 
a matter of record and explained to him once again the Bureau's 
jurisdiction. He seemed satisfied and said he would again 
alert the local authorities if any similar occurrences are 
called to his attention. 

The above is being furnished to the Bureau for 
information purposes in view of the prominent position Mr. REBOZO 
holds with the current administration.

9506 NW 7th Avenue, Miami. As far as is known, he has a good reputation, 
is generally well liked and reportedly is reliable and efficient^

It has also been reported that Reb<«o has entered into a real 
estate deal with United States Senator GeorgenSjmthers whereby they purchased 
Cqpa Lobo Island from Gar Wood*. This island close to Miami. It has been 
indicated that they are interested in developing this island as a real estate 
venture and that they are endeavoring to promote a causeway extending from 
Key Biscayne, Florida, into Copa Lobo Island. It is possible that Rebozo is 
in hopes of obtaining Federal funds for this development. 

It has also been reported that Rebozo at one time attended school 
with Senator Smathers and further that he originally can© from Cuba. 

Hie only other information known concerning him is that he reportedly 
frequents the El Bolero Bar, 3131 Coral Way, Miami. and that at one 

tin© he associated with Jferion. Johnson, a model, whq operates the Coronet 
Acadeny of Modeling, located in the McAllister HotelL 10 Biscayne Boulevard 
Miami , Flori d a. There has been some indication thatrRebozo has had marital*

We have not investigated Rebozo; however, files do 
reveal background information concerning him and his association 
with the President. Zn late 1954, we learned that then 
Vice President Nixon vacationed at the home of Rebozo in 
Key Biscayne, Florida, At that time, it was reported that Rebozo, 
kflOWn SM "JtiSBg, 11 ' US?" formerly owned a tire recapping business, 
which. he £ad sold, and was then operating a small loan business 
jj?n the Miami area. He reportedly had a good reputation, was 
generally 1 well liked, and was reported to be reliable and efficient.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


With reference to my memorandum of July 1, 1939, 
concerning the alU^ecKlnvestJ^tlon by this Bureau of 
Charles O* <Bebe )Tteboao o f Key Biscayne, may 1 suggest 
that you endeavor to ascertain from Mr* Rebozo the Information 
which he has concerning the purported investigation by Agents 
of this Bureau* Since no such Investigation has Ivrer been made, 
it la entirely possible that some group representing interests 
hostile to the President may be using investigators in the Miami 
area to obtain information on Rebozo. If such should be the 
facts, we may have a case of impersonation of FBI Agents and 
should vigorously press to ascertain if this has occurred.

While he is presently 
the Chairman of the Board of the Key Biscayne Bank 
and Trust Company, his financial holdings are quite 
extensive in south Florida, mainly in real estate. 

He has lived in the Miami area since he was four 
years old. He was married to the former CLARA GUNN, 
which marriage ended in divorce. His former wife 
is now deceased. The youngest of nine children, 

RE BOZO was born on 11/17/12, at Tampa, Florida. 

His five sisters and three brothers all 
live in the Miami area. His parents came from 
Havana, Cuba, and both sets of grandparents from the 
Canary Islands. He obtained the nickname ’’Bebe” 
when a brother, no more than a toddler himself, 
came out with M bebe" everytime he tried to say "baby.” 

The name has stuck with him ever since.

This is the case in which E, 500 shares of IBM ~ 

stolen from a New York brokerage house in 1968. Nine hundred shares • 
of this stock were pledged for a loan in the summer of 1968, at the 
lank of Key Biscayne, Florida. Rebozo, the president of this bank, 
personally handled this loan. Our investigation established that > 

Mi*i Rebozo conducted considerable investigation concerning the 
borrower and the authenticity of the stock before granting the loan. 

This included contact with the brokerage house from which the stock 
was stolen, and contact with IBM to have the stock reissued in the 
name of the borrower. It was subsequent to all of this activity that 
the New York brokerage house discovered that the stock was stolen. 

The Bank of Key Biscayne, Rebozo, and the borrower, Charles L. Lewis* 
are defendants in a civil suit brought lay the insurance company of * 

the brokerage house to recover the value of the stolen certificates. 

Lewis* attorney has subpoenaed a Miami Agent who interviewed Rebozo \ 
on three occasions. These interviews establish Rebozo's good faith
